Claim 32: Second amendment (dated November 10, 1998) to make a change of an editorial 
nature, specifically to delete "device" from line 1, in order to make the preamble consistent with 
the preamble of claim 39. 

Claims 33-35: Amendment (dated November 10, 1998) to make a change of an editorial nature, 
specifically to delete "device" from line 1, in order to make the preamble consistent with the 
preamble of claim 39. 

Claims 36-37: Third amendment (dated November 10, 1998) to make a change of an editorial 
nature, specifically to delete "device" from line 1 , in order to make the preamble consistent with 
the preamble of claim 39. 

Claim 36: Fourth amendment (dated November 20, 1998) to make a change of an editorial 
nature, specifically to insert "the" before "electronic device." 

Claim 37: Fourth amendment (dated November 20, 1998) to make a change of an editorial 
nature, specifically to insert "interface unit" after "third data" to correct a previous typographical 
error. 
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
